Applicant has amended the independent claims 1 to overcome the prior art rejection of 
the previous office action. Claims 1-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance:

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

• The active layer is a single quantum well structure formed of a single well layer 
or comprises at least one well layer in a multiple quantum well structure, the 
active layer comprising a thick portion and a thin portion being disposed 
irregularly within a single well layer, where the active layer has a flat surface (on 
the substrate side) and an uneven upper surface so as to form the thick portion and 
the thin portion. 

1 . Reference Lee (US Pub. 2004/0099858) discloses a quantum dots structure with 
regular size dots in a single quantum well layer. 

2. Reference Narayan et al. (US Pub. 2003/0 1 60246) disclose an LED with irregular 
quantum well layers, but do not disclose a flat bottom surface and an uneven 
upper surface. 

3. Reference Saito et al. (US 6,121,634) disclose indium island formed in the 
quantum well layer, but do not disclose a thick portion and a thin portion being 
disposed irregularly within a single well layer, where the active layer has a flat 
bottom surface and an uneven upper surface. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1-23 are allowed.
